Police push for 
pay-then-pump 

O Alberta Association of Police Chiefs hope for new law by 2012 
O Planning trip to meet new provincial government in fall 


Police chiefs in the province want 
to mandate advance payment at 
the pumps in hopes of keeping 
gas-and-dash crimes from drain¬ 
ing resources and threatening 
public safety. 

The Alberta Association of 
Chiefs of Police have unani¬ 
mously passed a resolution ask¬ 
ing for legislation making pre¬ 
payment at gas stations manda¬ 
tory across the province. 

“One of our officers in one of 
our districts made the observa¬ 
tion that drive-offs at gas stations 
were increasing,” said Calgary 
Police Chief Rick Hanson and 
AACP president. “It is a crime 
that is predictable and therefore 
preventable.” 

Lisa Sobchyshyn, spokesper¬ 
son for the Edmonton Police 
Service, said members here sup¬ 
port the push to combat gas 
theft. 

“We do support that effort. 


which would free up and make 
better use of our officers’ time,” 
said Sobchyshyn. 

The cost to Calgary police 
resources for gassing up without 
paying was $171,271 and 66 
weeks in officer time last year, 
said Sobchyshyn, adding EPS 
rates are similar. 

Lokinder Kaushik, Edmon¬ 
ton’s City Centre Esso owner, 
calls gas theft a “daily” concern. 

“The last two or three times, 
it’s been girls,” he said of drivers 
filling their tanks without pay¬ 
ing, which he dubbed “scary and 
dangerous.” 

Kaushik lost about $7,000 last 
year alone from gas theft and said 
he would support a law for pre¬ 
paid fuel. 

“It’s been a problem forever,” 
said Kaushik. “And the more gas 
(prices) go up, the worse the 
problem gets.”

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SlutWalk may change course 


They will still march to 
protest sexual violence 
and victim-blaming; it’s 
just not yet certain where 
they will do so. 

Organizers of Edmon¬ 
ton’s SlutWalk, slated for 
Saturday, will make an an¬ 
nouncement today or to¬ 
morrow regarding their 
route. 

“We’re still considering 


all the options,” said Kasia 
Gawlak, one of four organ¬ 
izers. 

The group met with 
city staff last week after 
finding out they need to 
pay $2,000 in road-closure 
and policing fees for a 
route from the legislature 
down Jasper Avenue to 
city hall. 

They say they weren’t 


aware of the fee until a 
week before the event. 

“We are aware now, as 
far as submitting an appli¬ 
cation form to the city, 
there are (costs),” said 
Gawlak. “But we still 
maintain this is (a) protest 
march, not a parade.” 

Ellen Finn, with the 
city’s civic-events depart¬ 
ment, said all events must 


pay for any city services, 
and that such things are 
needed for SlutWalk be¬ 
cause of the “popularity 
and interest of the event.” 

Options the city said 
may be cheaper include 
staying at the legislature, 
river valley trails or a 
park, or approaching city 
hall on 102 Avenue.

Whether or not Edmon¬ 
ton will become home to 
a safe-injection site is a 
question Marliss Taylor 
would like to be able to 
answer. 

“It’s the most frequent¬ 
ly asked question and has 
been for the last five, six 
years,” said the program 
manager of Streetworks, a 
local needle-exchange 
program offered through 
Boyle Street Community 
Services. 

The benefits of such a 
site will be among the 
many topics discussed 
this week at the annual 
Alberta Harm Reduction 
Conference at the Coast 
Edmonton Plaza Hotel, 
which Taylor helped or¬ 
ganize. 

Vancouver is home to

the first safe-injection site 
in the country, and a deci¬ 
sion by the country’s 
highest court on whether 
Insite is a health-care fa¬ 
cility under provincial ju¬ 


risdiction, and whether 
closing the site violates 
the rights of drug addicts 
living in one of Canada’s 
poorest neighbourhoods, 
has yet to be made. 

Taylor said the decision 
will have ripple effects 
across the country, re¬ 


gardless of what it is. 

“But if the Supreme 
Court says (safe-injection 
sites) are a healthy inter¬ 
vention and should hap¬ 
pen, I think our 
organization would prob¬ 
ably take it on in Edmon¬ 
ton,” she said. 


“We have way too 
many people with 
addictions using 
drugs in back 
alleys or in 
bathrooms.”

Two of the country’s 
biggest summer shindigs 
will bookend Prince 
William and Kate’s visit to 
Canada — a trip the govern¬ 
ment is expecting to be an 
international media circus. 

The newl 3 rweds will be¬ 
gin their first official over¬ 
seas tour in Ottawa, where 
they will attend Canada 
Day celebrations, and end 
it with the Calgary Stam¬ 
pede, the world-famous 
annual hoedown in Alber¬ 
ta. There will also be stops 
in Quebec City, Montreal, 
Yellowknife, Charlotte¬ 
town, and Summer side, 
P.E.l. (Kate is reportedly a 
big fan of Anne of Green 
Gables). 

“This is part of what na¬ 
tion building is all about — 
hosting these kind of 
events,” Heritage Minister 
James Moore said yesterday. 
“Hosting the duke and 
duchess is an honour for 


Canada and we look for¬ 
ward to having them visit 
all of these different re¬ 
gions.” 

Canadian taxpayers will 
be on the hook for costs as¬ 
sociated with the visit. 
Moore said it would be un¬ 


der the $2 million shelled 
out for the Queen’s last 
trip. 

The tour is to begin June 
30 and conclude July 8. A 
full itineraiy will be re¬ 
leased at a later date.

O NDM-1, a cause of urinary-tract infection, did 
not make patient sick O Bacteria is drug-resistant 



Canadian researchers have 
identified what appears to 
be the first domestically ac¬ 
quired case of an NDM-1 su¬ 
perbug. 

An 86-year-old Ontario 
man was found to be cany- 
ing bacteria resistant to 
most antibiotics because of 
NDM-1, or New Delhi met- 
allo-1, an enz 5 mie that al¬ 
ters the DNA of various 
t 5 q)es of bacteria. NDM-1 is 
endemic in India and Pak¬ 
istan and has spread world¬ 
wide due to global travel. 

But the patient, who was 
admitted to hospital and 
then a rehabilitation centre 
after suffering a stroke last 
October, had not travelled 
outside southwestern On¬ 
tario for the last decade. 


None of the man’s family 
members or other close 
contacts were carrying the 
superbug, nor had any been 
to parts of the world where 
NDM-1 is widespread. 

“It’s really unfortunately 
a mystery in terms of his 
source, and it certainly sug¬ 
gests that he acquired it 
here in the southwestern 
Ontario region,” said Dr. Su¬ 


san Poutanen, an infectious 
disease physician at Mount 
Sinai Hospital in Toronto. 

She said the case is not 
cause for public alarm but 
is meant to alert hospitals 
and labs not to dismiss 
NDM-1 as a cause of drug-re¬ 
sistant bacteria in patients 
merely because they have 
not travelled outside Cana¬ 
da.

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Germany to close all 
nuke plants by 2022 


O Germany’s seven oldest reactors, all built before 1980, shut down after 
problems at Fukushima O Plants provided 40 per cent of nuclear power 


Germany’s governing coali¬ 
tion said yesterday it will 
shut down all the country’s 
nuclear power plants by 
2022. The decision, prompt¬ 
ed by Japan’s nuclear disas¬ 
ter, will make Germany the 
first major industrialized 
nation to go nuclear-free in 
years. 

It also completes a re¬ 
markable about-face for 
Chancellor Angela Merkel’s 
government, which last 
year had pushed through a 
plan to extend the life span 
of the country’s 17 reactors 
— with the last scheduled 
to go offline in 2036. 

But Merkel now says in¬ 


dustrialized Japan’s help¬ 
lessness in the face of the 
Fukushima disaster made 
her rethink the technology. 

While Germany was set 
to abandon nuclear energy 
eventually, the decision — 
which requires parliamen- 
taiy approval — speeds up 
that process. 

Germany’s seven oldest 
reactors, taken off the grid 
pending safety inspections 
following the March catas¬ 
trophe at Japan’s Fukushi¬ 
ma Dai-ichi plant, will 
remain offline permanent¬ 
ly, Environment Minister 
Norbert Roettgen said.

supply chain “needs a new 
architecture,” necessitating 
efforts in renewable ener¬ 
gies and overhauling the 
electricity grid, Merkel said. 

The determination of Eu¬ 
rope’s largest economy to 
replace its nuclear power 
with renewable energy 
sources makes it stand out 
among the world’s major 
industrialized nations. 
Among other Group of 
Eight nations, only Italy has 
abandoned nuclear power, 
voted down in a referen¬ 
dum after the 1986 
Chomobyl disaster, closing 
three operating reactors.

No glory 
for Canuck 
economy 

Ganada's economy 
expanded an impressive 
3.9 per cent in the first 
three months of this year, 
but there was little cheer¬ 
ing in markets with the 
performance. 

Not only was the num¬ 
ber slightly below the four 
per cent consensus expec¬ 
tation, but the elements of 
growth signalled a sharp 
brake in the economy 
ahead. 

The most encouraging 
news in the much-awaited 
Statistics Canada report 
yesterday is that the last

March — saw a gross do¬ 
mestic pickup of 0.3 per 
cent, slightly above 
consensus. 

“Its not just the 
headline that matters. It’s 
the composition of (first- 
quarter) growth that is dis¬ 
concerting,” said Derek 
Holt, vice-president of eco-

The composition 
included a heavy dose of 
production placed in stor¬ 
age, awaiting future sales, 
with inventoiy buildup ac¬ 
counting for three- 
quarters of the growth. 

Meanwhile, consumers 
were in hibernation, con¬ 
tributing only 0.1 percent¬ 
age points to growth, and 
net trade was a drag, with 
the solid 1.6 per cent rise 
in exports from the previ¬ 
ous quarter swamped by a 
2.2 per cent gain in 
imports. The bright spots 
were in business 
investment, manufactur¬ 
ing and housing.

TOKYO. A new poll yester¬ 
day showed that more 
than 80 per cent of 
Japanese voters do not 
trust government infor¬ 
mation about the coun¬ 
try’s nuclear crisis. 

The poll conducted by 
Fuji Television Network 
also found that nearly 85 
per cent of respondents 
said the utility that oper¬ 
ates the stricken 
Fukushima Dai-ichi nu¬ 
clear plant is dealing 
with the crisis poorly. A 
March 11 earthquake 
and tsunami damaged 
crucial cooling systems 
at the plant, causing the 
worst nuclear crisis since 
Chomobyl. The twin dis¬ 
asters left more than 
24,000 people dead or 
missing in northeastern 
Japan. 

Eighty-one per cent of 
respondents to the sur¬ 
vey said they did not 
trust government infor¬ 
mation about the crisis, 
Fuji TV said. Seventy- 
eight per cent said Prime 
Minister Naoto Kan 
lacked leadership in han¬ 
dling the disasters. 

Kan is facing calls for 
his resignation even 
within his own ruling 
party. Opposition parties 
are expected to submit a 
no-confidence motion 
against him as early as 
Thursday.

Bardem 
brings best 

Biutiful 

Genre: Drama 

Director: Alejandro Gonzalez 
Inarritu 

Stars: Javier Bardem, Maricel

Javier Bardem talks to 
ghosts in Biutiful, a stark¬ 
ly emotive film by Alejan¬ 
dro Gonzalez Inarritu 
where the physical and 
metaphysical realms 
seem equally desperate. 

The ability of Bardem’s 
grifter character Uxbal to 
commune with the dead 
is actually the most calm¬ 
ing and least gloomy as¬ 
pect of a film awash in 
misfortune and tragedy. 

Ironically titled and de¬ 
liberately misspelled, Biu¬ 
tiful grimly trawls the 
shadows of illegal immi¬ 
gration, poverty, police 
corruption, marital and 
parental dysfunction and 
mental and physical ills in 
the shabbier section of 


Barcelona, where Uxbal 
and his family live. 

Uxbal is like a walking 
ghost himself, having just 
received a drastic cancer 
diagnosis. His long hair 
streaked with grey, his 
handsome features drawn 
by fatigue and poor 
health, he’s the antithesis 
of the sexy charmer Bar¬ 
dem played in last sum¬ 
mer’s Eat Pray Love. But 
he’s paradoxically far 
more attractive as a per¬ 


son and interesting as a 
character. 

Even at a running time 
of 148 minutes, Biutiful at 
times seems like a slightly 
truncated version of what 
Inarritu might have origi¬ 
nally planned. Yet the 
loose ends don’t matter 
when you have a perform¬ 
ance as strong as Bar- 
dem’s.

Drive Angiy is a movie 
that should STFU — and 
by that 1 mean, “Stop 
Talking Fellows, Under¬ 
stand?” 

It’s a supernatural 
road thriller starring 
Nicolas Cage, sizzling 
celluloid of a t 5 q)e nor¬ 
mally relegated to drive- 
ins, grindhouses and 
other down-market re¬ 
treats where the pop¬ 
corn is served with 
buckets o’ blood. 

Such films are not, 
God forbid, supposed to 
be showcases of snappy 
dialogue, especially 
when the dialogue snaps 
like a worn rubber band. 
When in doubt, say 
nothing and just cock 
your gun. 

Drive Angiy’s director 
Patrick Lussier (Dracula 
2000) can’t seem to resist 
including eveiy one of 
the macho mutterings 


he and co-writer Todd 
Farmer scribbled into their 
notebooks. 

Thus a movie that could 
have left skid marks on our 
psyche — in 3-D no less — 
instead drives us to distrac¬ 
tion with verbose line read¬ 
ings that kill momentum 
worse than a police flash¬ 
light shining through a 
parked windshield.

Stop smiling gents 

O New study out of Vancouver finds that happy-looking men appear less attractive to women

Smiling is attractive in 
women, but in guys — not 
so much. 

An intriguing new study 
done by psychologists in 
Vancouver has found that 
when it comes to attract¬ 
ing women, happy-looking 
men may finish last. 

“There are major differ¬ 
ences in the ways emo¬ 
tions affect attractiveness 
in the two genders,” lead 
author Jessica Tracy told 
Metro. “When women 
smile and show happiness, 
men find that the most at¬ 
tractive. When men smile 
and show happiness, 
women find that the least 
attractive.” 

Tracy, who is a profes¬ 
sor of psychology at the 
University of British Co¬ 
lumbia in Vancouver, 
along with graduate stu¬ 
dent Alec Beall, undertook

two studies which includ¬ 
ed a total of 1,041 people. 
Subjects were shown hun¬ 
dreds of photographs of 
the opposite sex display¬ 
ing either happiness (big 
smile), pride (puffed-out 
chest), shame (head down) 
or neutrality (no expres¬ 
sion). The photo viewers 
were asked, “How attrac¬ 
tive do you find this per¬ 


son?” 

Results indicated 

women were most attrac¬ 
tive showing happiness 
and least attractive show¬ 
ing pride. Men were most 
attractive when showing 
pride and least sexy show¬ 
ing happiness. Surprising¬ 
ly, among young women 
looking at photographs, 
even men showing shame 


were more attractive than 
men showing happiness. 

What’s wrong with 
smiling men? It could be 
that since men are as¬ 
sumed to be sexually re¬ 
ceptive, when they smile, 
they seem needy or des¬ 
perate. Women prefer the 
bad-boy look. 

“Men who show pride 
are tough, strong and pow¬ 


erful and women find that 
attractive,” says Tracy. 

Since the study involved 
photos, it only reflects 
people’s first impressions. 

“In dating there are lots 
of other things at play,” 
says Tracy. “It may be rele¬ 
vant only in situations 
where you only show a 
photo, such as online dat¬ 
ing.”

O Back in the NBA finals for first 
time since suffering sweep in 2007, 
LeBron is ‘honoured’ to be there 


LeBron James walked 
through the tunnel lead¬ 
ing from the Miami Heat 
locker-room yesterday, 
stepped onto the court 
and gave a yell. He looked 
down at the NBA finals lo¬ 
go newly affixed on the 
floor, then smiled and 
nodded. 

With that, it became 
real. His championship 
chance — the biggest rea¬ 
son he came to Miami — 
has finally arrived. 

Swept out of his only 
other finals appearance 
four years ago, James will 
get his long-awaited sec¬ 
ond opportunity starting 
tonight when the Heat 
host the Dallas Mavericks 
in Game 1 of the NBA’s ti¬ 
tle series. 

After a year like no oth¬ 
er in his life, starting with 
the much-criticized “Deci¬ 
sion,” his jerseys being 
torched in Cleveland and 
never-ending, intense 
scrutiny of his every 
move, the last challenge 
will likely prove to be the 
toughest of them all. 

“I’m honoured to be 
here once again,” said 
James, who led the Cava¬ 
liers to the 2007 finals 
and lost in four games to 
San Antonio. “Now with 
this franchise, it’s an hon¬ 
our. 

“As players, we worked 
hard. I worked hard indi¬ 
vidually to get to this 
point. And I had a lot of 
visions of being in this 
moment and now it’s hit

me, being on that floor, 
seeing the championship 
logos and everything, the 
finals logos. I’m very ex¬ 
cited.” 

It showed yesterday. 

He chatted with team¬ 
mates, taking part in a 
long-shooting contest 
with Dwyane Wade, Eddie 
House and others, looking 
perfectly comfortable as 
dozens of photographers 
clicked away for 30 
straight minutes. By now, 
being in the microscope is 
an accepted part of the 
deal for James, who has 
been dealing with this 
since his high school days. 

Away from the court, 
though, those who are 
around the two-time NBA 
MVP say his focus is even 
sharper than usual. Win¬ 
ning a title likely won’t 
change perceptions about 
James. His fans will surely 
remain fans, his critics 
will surely remain critics, 
no matter what happens. 

But to him, a champi¬ 
onship would mean that 
everything that has taken 
place since he publicly 
said he would join the 
Heat was all worthwhile.

O Bruins plan to be physical 
against well-rested Canucks 


The date was Feb. 26, there 
were stars aplenty on both 
sides, and the Vancouver 
Canucks and Boston Bruins

37 points this post-season, 
and Daniel has eight goals. 

Kesler could be the X-fac- 
tor, though. Too much con¬ 
centration on the Sedins, 
and the rugged centre will 
pounce. Kesler scored 41 
goals in a breakout regular- 
season and has followed 
that up with seven goals 
and 11 assists in the play¬ 
offs. 

“There is a lot of skill,

Eveiy edge counts and the 
Vancouver Canucks are 
looking to video to pro¬ 
vide one in the Stanley 
Cup final against the 
Boston Bruins. 

The series opener is to¬ 
morrow night, but the 
teams hardly know each 
other in game situations 
because they play in differ¬ 
ent conferences. 

They face each other 
maybe once a year, during 
the NHL’s regular-season 
grind with little prepara¬ 
tion time. 

But the two clubs will 
know each other a little 
better through video be¬ 


fore they step on the ice in 
Vancouver. 

“That’s what we’re go¬ 
ing to use the next couple 
of days for,” goalie Roberto 
Luongo said after yester¬ 
day’s practice. 

“We’re going to get as 
much video as we can on

And NHL deputy 
commissioner Bill Daly 
said in an email that 
“there is nothing done as 
of now.” 

The NHL would likely 
prefer the Thrashers’ sale 
is announced on a Stanley 
Cup final off-day. 

Still, Daly told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press yesterday 
there is no strict rule 
against releasing big news 
during the final. 

Daly said, “It’s certainly 
possible something will be 
finalized this week.” 

Yesterday was Memorial 
Day in the U.S. 

The two sides have been 
working through complex 
legal details on the sale 
and relocation of the team. 
Thrashers fans’ hopes for a 
late local buyer have not 
been realized. 

NHL commissioner Gaiy 
Bettman said on his week¬ 
ly radio show on Thursday 
the inability to find an 
owner who wants to keep 
the team in Atlanta is a 
barrier the league can’t 
overcome. 

“It would be one of 
those head scratchers 
where you say, ‘Look at all 
of this great corporate op¬ 
portunity, look at all of 
this grassroots hockey, 
why doesn’t somebody 
want to own a team 
here?”’ Bettman said. “And 
that would be a difficult 
but unfortunate situation 
to be dealing with if it has 
reached, or does reach that 
point.”
